ons or Diviſions of the Earth, into four parts : The 
North Seca, or Mar del Noort, comprchendeth all thoſe 
Waters which, from the Polc-Artick even unto the 
Equator, do waſh the Shores of Europe, Africa, and 
America: The Ethtoptan Sca , or Mar d' Ethiopra, 
which from the Equinodctial Line northerly, the Shores 
of Ethtopra on the Eaſt, and the Coalts of America on 
the Welt part, runneth with unknown bounds towards 
the Antartick Pole. The Indtan Sca, or Mar d In- 
dia, bounded on the Weſt with the Oricntal Parts of 
Africa 5 on the North, by the South Coaſts of Aſia 5 
and circumvironing all the Iflands of the Eaſt-Indzs, as 
far as I/las de Ladronas, and Neva Gurnea, hath its 
South parts tending towards the Antartick Pole, not 
yet diſcovered. The South Seca, called alſo Mar del 
Zur, or Mare Pactficum, runncth all along the Weſtern 
Shores of America on the one fide, is contiguate 
with the lndian Sea on the other, but hath yet Fund 
no limits towards the Artick or Antartick Poles, 
Which general diviſion of the Ocean, fo far as conve- 
niency may aamit in the — breviary Deſcrip- 
tion of the Sea-Coaſts, ſhall be obſerved. 

The Coaſts of thoſe two famous Iſlands of Great 
Britain and Ireland, are the firſt that diſcover them- 
ſelves to us, out of this Northern Diviſion of the 
Ocean : The firſt whereof is not without cauſe eſteem- 
cd the Metropolitan Iſland of Exzrope, I will fay (ta- 
ken in all reſpe&s) of the World, Ir is attended by 
many leſſer Iſlands, the chief whereof are Thane, 
Wight, Silly, Angleſey, Man, Lew, the Hebrides, 


On the South ſide, between the Coaſts of England 
and France, called the Channel, arc Dover, Chicheſter, 
Portſmouth, Weymouth, Plymouth, and Dartmouth, 

On the Weſt ſide, over againſt the Coaſts of 1relard, 
in that violent and turbulent Sea, called St. George his 
Channel, arc Briftol, Pembrock,, or Milferd-Haven, Che- 
ſter, Lever pool, Carh/le, &c., 

The Iſland (eſpecially England) yeelding abundant 
plenty of Corn and Cattel, beſides other Commodi- 
ties, as Lead, Tin, Iron, Sea-cole, Saffron, Wooll, 
Cloth, Licoriſh, Mill-ſtones, and other rich Merchan- 
dize z multitude of Ships being continually in the 
Ports, ſerving either to export her own, or to import 
other Commodities txom moſt places of the World in 
licu thereof.

now under the power of the King of Denmark, a place 
trequented by Danes, Engliſh.

The chiet Towns and Places are Flenborg, baving a 
Port fo deep, fo ſafe, and fo commodious, that the 
may lade and unlade their great Ships in a manner cloſe 
by their Houſes. 

The other are Hader/leve, Sternbergh, Sleſwick, IVy- 
bor, and Odenſee in Funen, Arhuſen, and Schagen, the 
mott northerly point of 7utland. 

On the Coalt of Germany, contiguate with the Oce- 
an, are firſt Hamburgh, on the Bill, where it falls in- 
to the Eve, one of the Hanſe-Towns alſo ; having by 
report, as many great Ships as ſayl upon the Ocean, 
which bring great profit, beſides the reſort of Merchants 
from moſt places. It was ſometimes the Staple Town 
for the Cloth of England 5 on ſome diſcontent remo- 
ved trom thence to Stadt, a little nearer the Sea, on the 
ſame River 3 from thence afterwards to Holland. 

Next Bremen, ſeated on the broad and navigable Ri- 
ver IVeſer, whence comes ſtore of Linnen Cloth, called 
from a Town not far thence Oſenbridpe. 

Then Emden, a good Haven, and well traded Town, 
which yearly ſends out 700 Buſles for the Herring-fiſhing 
on the Coalts of England, 

Alovglit the Shores, for the moſt part, belonging to 
the States of Holland, lie ſeveral lflands, the chief 
whereof are Ameland, Schelling, Holland, Fly-land, 
Texel, |Weringen, Voorn, Yſelmond, Overflaccee, Schonen,

The chief Ports and Places, are Amſterdam, a very

Horn, Enchuſen, on the very Point of the Gult of 
Zuider-Zee, oppoſite to Friezeland, Medemblick, Schet- 
dam, Deif-baven, Rotterdam, on a Channel named the 
Rotter, not far from which the Leck, one of the three 
main Branches of the Rhine, falleth into the Maes, a 
ſtrong, fair, and well-traded Port, 

The Brill in the Iſland Yoorn, once Cautionary to the 
Engliſh, with the Town of Flyſoing, Bergen ap Zome, 
{o called from the River Zome, on which it is ſituate,
